Peanut Mm-1 should be cut tor lia> 
t*efoic the vines become spotted or 
drop. Cut with a mower und allow 
lo fun b linlc while. A. S Spencer, 
district utfcnt (or the University ol 
Florida Extension Division, recom¬ 
mends that the vinca be put in amall 
plica about hall a day, until they have 
become dry. Then repile in bunches 
ot about 300 pounds and let ir stand 
about three days, or until they have 
cured enough (or hay. Spread! the 
pilet. before storing the luy, 

If the nuta arc to be left on the 
vine throw ihv dirt av« ay Ir in cadi 
side of the rows with 4 turning plow, 
Lift the whole plant from th soil by 
inserting 4 l'*rk beneath the hill 
Shake the dirt off and throw tn small 
piles Curing will probably he delay¬ 
ed somewhat by the dirt which ad¬ 
heres to the roots and nut*. 

In either method the hay is n§"atty 
placed under cover from ten days to 
two week*, until it ha* gone through 
« sweat, and then haled. It keeps well 
in bales, and once It is cured no trou¬ 
ble will be had from discoloration in 
the bale. Peanut hay makes excel¬ 
lent feed b*r cattle and mutes, and It 1 
compares favorably with alfalfa. An¬ 
imals should be brought to full feed 
c-n It gradually Otherwise the sud¬ 
den change nf diet is apt lo throw 
them off their feed. They ihoul I he 
watched closclly ut all time* to detect 
any signs of kidney trouble* which is 
apt to develop from excessive feed¬ 
ing of •tich rich ri'trogenoua feeds.—

Farmers Must 
Standardize Corn 


The Florida tarmcr cannot hope to 
Mod a ready market for hit corn until 
h« * fb»* a marketable product. Corn 
must he shucked btfort It gets very 
far from the corn The farmer had 
just as well do it liunsrtf an? gel bet¬ 
ter prices fur Ilia corn and pay him¬ 
self for shucking it. 

Florida is reaching a point in cvrn 
production where the local market 
lannot take the supply \s soon as 
ariners begin to ship or export corn 
bey must compete with corn from 
the Northern sta*es. which is grak-d 
according to it« msality. Dealers can¬ 
not ship grain tn the husk May of 
them will refuse to take it in that con¬ 
dition. and the farmer had just as wcM 
get in the Habit of shucking if h* ex¬ 
pects to grow corn. 

The Extension Division of the Uni- 
ersity of Florida is urging that the 
corn !>e ahuckrd. even though it is to 
be fed at home. For mo«i animals 
• he shucks have to he removed and 
the cheapen! place tn do it is in 
the field at harvest time. Further¬ 
more, If it is to ha- fit f«T feed it must 
he prolev.ted from the weevils in the 
crib—Agricultural News Service.

Citrua Scab 

I'robaMy or (icr cent of the annual 
loss to the citrus crop in Florida from 
Ituwiis troubles is caused by not more 
than a half do*cn diseases. These a»v 
common in most parts of ihv state 
where citrus is grown, mid they have 
hern in the MH»«* a 1 ,M »* time. Their 
catites its matt ease* haw bc«*n deter¬ 
mined. and their nature and mode ol 
*pr fading »t tidied. These disease* 
have been I idly described uml Ittus- 
iratrd. and the methods of their con¬ 
trol have been worked out. This in- 
formation ha* been published and dis¬ 
tricted • ver the staiv. t*o' wv ..HI 
find that there are malty growers w!u> 
urr not able to distinguish between 
tlie most common and well known 
citrus diseases. 

To successfully control any plant 
disease two condition* arc necessary. 
The first is to know what disease i* 
uficcting the plant, ami the second h 
t.T km»w what method of treatment 
will apply to that particular disease. 
This knowledge I* absolutely tteces-' 
iary If *iiccr**ful result* arc to be c- 
I'cctcd An attempt 10 control plant 
disrate in Mdind or liajduixartl man 
nvr i* fur worse than no attempt at all 

Discuses differ in many respect* uttn 
require different methods of treat¬ 
ment. Certain groups may he Con¬ 
trolled by spraying, while other* re¬ 
quire emlrely different methods Ol 
treatment. It is therefore important 
tu first determine the disease to h* I 
treated, and to apply the tnrthou 
recommended for that particular di» | 
SaMsc or group of disease*. 

I have selected »ix of the most com¬ 
mon citrus disease* in the state— 
namely, scab, mctanosc. withertip. 
fj'iinmosis, foot-rot and *caly bark— 
and I will attempt to point out the 
more prominent features by which 
. aeh may be rccognbted and the meth¬ 
od of treatment applicable to each 
Scab 

Ci:r\iA icali is 4 widely districted 
disease that attacks the young ten¬ 
der foliage and fruits of several var¬ 
ieties oUcitru* At present its in¬ 
jury i» more prominent on the grape- ( 
fruit However, it attacks the sour 
c-range. lemon and rough lemon 
more severely. 

Scab U caused by a minute fungus 
parasite that produces wart-like pro¬ 
tections or scabby matte* on leaves, 
stems and fruits It is a disease of 
the young succulent tissue, and docs 
not attack hardened wood, old leaves 
or mature fruits- 

The fungus fruit* abundantly on l!ie 
surface nf the scabby masses from 
which the spores arc blown by the 
wind or carried by insects lo other 
tree*, and new infections arc favor¬ 
able. The presence of young succu¬ 
lent growth, plenty of moisture and 
warm temperature arc dominant fac¬ 
tors in the development of scab. Mois¬ 
ture 1* a very important factor in the 
development of the disease. Grape¬ 
fruit groves located In low. moist sit¬ 
uations tmislly suffer very severely 
if the fungus is present: while tree* 
on high, dry land are little affected 
h\ Si This i* further illustrated by 
the fact that though a grove may he 
severely attack.d by scab during an 
unusually wet season, yet if the fol¬ 
lowing seat-'ti happens to lie dry dur¬ 
ing the early growing rcriod, little 
or no injury may remit in that year 
TIk period in wlikh infection may 
take pine* i* rather limited, The young 
leaves, stems and fruit* arc subject 
to attack from the tune they appear 
until the growth begins to liArdcn. 
Leaves just unfolding may show the 
first symptoms of the disease, and 
fruit* that have barely shrd the bloom 
ft•'ii shows thr In-ginning of the in 
fectiun* It is during this early rapid 
prowing ,p. ri"d that (he tissues »re 
more subject to attack; and If the 
•cab fungus is present and warm, 
Mt-dsl weather prevail* for a few days, 
cvcrc injury from the disease is cer¬ 
tain tn follow On the other hand, if 
dry weaihcr prevail* during this peri- 
»d littl* or no scab may develop, even 
though fh* funi;us i* present in ahuii- 
(ante. 

!| is during this ratly growing peri¬ 
od that tlie fruit* and ("Huge should 
»e protected lo Ward off attack* of 
coh When spraying is necessary to 
keep th* disease In check the spray¬ 
ing should he made early and thor¬ 
ough. An application ol Bordeaux 
mixture or any other fungicide made 
after infection has taken place will 
not check the disease, and is simply 
a wa*te of tint* and material, The 
fungicide must precede th* fungus 
spores in order to he ef'ectlvv 


CJtruc scab U likely in he one of 
the most serious fungus disease* 
with which the citrus grower will have 
1*i Contend in the future. Under fav¬ 
or tide conditons, it spreads very rap¬ 
idly, and it is enpabye o! nearly ruin- 
ing a crop of frail in a few days. 
.Scab tint only reduces the fruit to 
L ull. but jjt.also material* ojurc* the 
foliage of hearing frees. It often caus¬ 
es severe injury to nursery stock, e* 
pcclaPy sour and rough lemon seed¬ 
lings, causing a stunted or weakened 
growth lu the past two season# the 
disease bus been rather severe »n 
young grapefruit groves that have

scab Young trees often put out new 
growth nt unseasonable periods, which 
growth will he liable to infection un¬ 
der favorable lomlitiont. To keep 
such grove* free front attack* of the

fort and vigilance on the part of the 
grower.

orange varieties, which have always 
I he n considered immune, will hr ns 
I middy attacked by till* disease km the 
lemon and grapefruit are at thv pres¬ 
ent The fuiitfiis bus undoubtedly 
formed a liking f *r the grapefruit 
I within the past few years, a* ts readily 
seen If wr glance briefly over the his¬ 
tory of the disrutc in Florida. 

Scab was reported from Florida in 
iNH| About ten years later Swingle 
and Wtobbcr, from the United States 
Department of Agriculture, trade a 
xtudy nf tlte disease in this stair, and 
found that it attacked the sour orange, 
lemon and lime rather severely The 
gr.ipcfrult mu reported as nearly im¬ 
mune to the disease.

B fula of flour, four eggs, 
four tablespoon Tula of 
sugar, two tablespoon- 
fuls of butter, one cake 
of jreast and two cupfuls 
of milk Dissolve the 
yeast cake In a quarter 
of a cupful of lukewarm 
water, mix and give a 
hard heating, let rleo until light, cut 
down three times with a sharp knife, 
make Into rolls, let rise until light 
and bake In a moderate oven. 

Kentucky Rolls.—Take four cupfuls 
of flour, one tablospoonful of sugar, 
one toaspoonful of salt, two oggR, half 
a cupful of lard, a half cake of com¬ 
pressed yeast. Mix tbo lard, sugar and 
(lour, dissolve tho yeast In a little 
lukewarm water, add enough warm 
milk to make a batter, beet well, to 
thoroughly roll tbo yeast and set In a 
warm place to rise. When light, add 
more flour to mske a stiff dough and 
let rise aguln. When light mnko Into 
rolls and when risen tho third time 
bnko In a hot oven. 

A cupful of freshly mashed potato 
added to any roll mixture will make a 
most delicious mil mixture, and ono 
that will keep moist for some time. A 
howl of flit* dough rosy bo set away In 
tho Ice cheat nnd baked a day or two 
Inter, and they w ill bo even better than 
tho first baking. 

Mush Muffins.—Take a cupful of 
corumeal mush, catmeal, farina or 
any other leftover cooked cereal, add 
a tablespoonfuI of melted butter, one 
of sugar, a toaspoonful of salt or less, 
one-fourth of a yeast cake dissolved 
In a cupful of lukewarm milk, aud two 
cupfuls of sifted flour. Mix well and 
put to rise over night In ths morn¬ 
ing beat well and fill the muffin pana 
half full Let rise and when light 
bake a half hour In a moderate oven.

How Should Pellagra Be Treated? 
—(i) By using the right kind of food.

The pat ti nt should, if au adult, tak** 
each day not less than a pint and * 
half to two pints of fresh milk; this

AVe often soe pounds of this delici¬ 
ous vegetable going to waste bccauso 
Its valuo Is unknown and unappreci¬ 
ated. If. during a rainy season, you 
find more than can be used at the 
time, prepare them tor winter use. 
Put Into a stone crock or dish a layer 
of clean mushrooms, sprlnklo a light 
layer of salt, repeat until all tho mush¬ 
rooms aro used. Let them stand for 
two days, stirring them occasionally, 
ttttn mb thtrn through a elevo, and to 
each quart of tho liquid allow three 
Mvdoft of maco, one tablespoon; 
pepper com. one-half tablespoonful of 
ginger, tho satno of allspice end more 
ealt. If needed. Cook for a half hour; 
add tho splrea and cook 20 minutes. 
Strain and bottle. 

8mothered Calf* Liver.—Remove 
the skin from the liver and mako 12 In¬ 
cisions In the upper surface with a 
sharp knife, making tho cute parallel 
Insert bits of bacon fat In the cute, 
sprinkle with salt and celery salt and 
dredge with flour; put three thin slices 
of bacon In a hot Iron frying pan; put 
In tho liver and brown the aurfaco, 
turning frequently. Remove to a cas¬ 
serole; odd five slices of carrot, half 
and onion, two springs of parsley. 12 
pepper corn. k wo cloves, and two cup¬ 
fuls of boiling water. Cover closely 
and cook In a moderate oven an hour 
and a quarter, basting every 15 min¬ 
utes. Remove the liver to a hot plat¬ 
ter, reduce the liquid to one-half, 
strain over the meat Surround with 
canned or freshly-cooked string beans, 
well seasoned with butter, pepper, 
salt and a little vinegar. 

A small amount of meat cooked with 
vegetables will make a most snttsfy-1 
log dish with much less cost. The fln 
vor of the meat will so season tho veg¬ 
etables that less meat Is desired. 


Where lobsters are to be obtained 
fresh and in good condition, there la 
no more highly prised 
delicacy. It is not so 
many years ago that we 
were taught to plunge 
live lobsters lute boiling 
water to kill them. Wo 
have learned that this Is 
unnecessary cruelty, ns 
they can bo quickly 
killed by thrusting u 
= sharp knife Into the 
back between the body and tall shell; 
death will occur at once. For those 
of us who have endured the sensation 
of dropping a lively lobster Into a 
kettle of water and felt like a mur¬ 
derer, lids method w!! 1 seem easv. 

Lobsters which are full of motion 
and heavy are fresh and good If the 
tall of a boiled lobster Is lifted and 
springs back to its curled condition 
its freshness is assured. If this test 
falls, reject the lobster, as It le too 
long dead. The coral of lobster Is 
red. tho spawn Is green before It Is 
cooked, when It turns red, ns do lob¬ 
sters, as they are green before boil¬ 
ing. 

A broiled lobster Is a most delicious 
dish and one In which the epicure de¬ 
lights. Kill the lobster as described, 
snd s|dit down tho back with a sharp 
knife nnd mallet, remove the stomach 
and Intestines; the stomach Is directly 
under the head, the Lu.UuU runs 
♦ho length of the tall piece end are 
of*en colorless, so must not be over¬ 
looked- Place iho two pieces with the 
•hell part oyer the heat and broil for 
a half hour or longer. When half- 
cooked. sesson generously with but¬ 
ter. and when thoroughly cooked add 
butter, salt and lemon Juice. Crack 
the claws before serving 

A Boiled Lobster.—Buy lobsters that 
are alive and kill them as above, tb*»n 
drop them Into a gallon of boiling wa¬ 
ter. In which a fourth of a pound ot 
salt has been dissolved. Plunge and 
completely cover the lobster and cook 
from twenty-five minutes to three- 
quarters of an hour, depending upon 
the weight of the lobster. If cooked 
too long the meat will be tough. Break 
off the claws, crack them at the joints 
and pick out the meat. Garnish the 
lobster with the claws and use the 
shell to serve It In if so desired
